Identification of Fred Evans, the Astor 
House Suicide. 


WO DOUBT THAT THE MAN WAS CARL 
EMANUEL RUTTINGER’S COMPANION, 


The Murder of Ruttinger Still a Mystery— 
Supposed to Have Been Eilled by His 
Brother-in-Law and Thrown Into the 
River Near Tottenville—Story of eir 
Trip to This Country. 


New Yorn, March 19.—District Attorney 
Fitzgerald has completed the identification 
of ‘‘Fred Evans,’’ the Astor House suicide, 
asthe missing Wm. Wright, Carl Emmanuel 
Ruttinger’s missing companion. The devel- 
opments inthis case ever since the body of 
Carl Ruttinger was found in the water 
near Tottenville (Staten Island) dock eight 
days ago have only served to heighten inter- 
est, and not to dispel the mystery. _ 

Allthatis known about the case can be 
summarized as follows: Ruttinger and 
Wright, who were brothers-in-law, came 
here from England in December last. Rut- 
tinger had been a lace merchant in Dresden, 
and Wright, who was a diamond cutter, had 
lived with him. They went toacheap hotel 
on Front street, the Miners’ Arms, on their 
arrival in New York, and presented 
letters of introduction. On Jan. 8 
they went to the boarding house 
ofG.S. Neu at127 Fast Fifty-eighth street. 
On Jan. 25 they went to Boston and returned 
three days iater. On Sunday, Feb. 1, 
Wright paid his bill and told Mr. Neu that he 
was going to Boston where he had a position 
offered him. On Monday, Feb. 2, very early 
in the morning, Ruttinger had break- 
fast and went away, leaving all of his bag- 
gage in his roam and tlIeaving no 
word as tothe time he intended

to return. That night, at 8:50 o’clock, 
Ruttinger reached Tottenville accompanied 
by some person. Hehad bought round trip 
tickets, and when on March li his body was 
found in the water near the Tottenville dock 
the two return tickets were found in his 
pocket. In his mouth was a coarse linen 
handkerchief bearing the initials W. W. and 
his hands were tied with a piece of thin 
twine. 
WRIGHT’S CONDICT. 

At 1:30 o’clock a. m. on the morning of Feb. 
8, a young man registered at the Astor House, 
New York, as Fred Evans, England, and, as 
he had no luggage, paid for his roomin ad- 
vance. He seemed unfamiliar with American 
money and had some difficulty in understand- 
ing the value of the coins given him in change 
for the $2 bill which he tendered as payment 
for his room, . He then retired. 

When at 3 o’clock that afternoon the young 
man did not come down stairs theclerk had 
the door of the room occupied by Evans 
forced open. When the door few open those 
standing on the thresho!|( 4aw a young man, 
dressed in his shirt and jrawers, lying on the 
floor in a pool of blood. It wasthe young 
man called Evans. By his side was a basin 
filled with blood; the slop-jar had also been 
used in like manner and was about half full. 
On the bureau lay a blood-stained razor. 

There was nothing in the room by which 
the young man could be identified. The tab 
on his white linen shirt had been cut off and 
destroyed, all the initials had been cut from 
his underclothing, the lining of his black 
derby hat had beentorn out. There were no 
letters or papers of any sort in the clothing 
ofthe young man and for a few hours his 
identity was a deep mystery. 

The body was removed to Duffy’s under- 
taking establishment, on Greenwich street, 
andthe Coroner notified. The story of the 
suicide was published inthe daily papers of 
Feb. 4, with a full account of the obliteration 
ofevery mark whereby the body might be 
identified. 

The body lay for two weeks in the Morgue 
awaiting identification and was then laid in 

jthe Potter’s Field in the City Cemetery on 
Hart’sisliand. Ithas been exhumed atthe 
instance of the District Attorney and identi- 
fied as William Wright, for whom the police 
have been searching ever since the identifi- 
cation of Ruttinger’s body. 

The negatives of a number of amateur 
photographs found among Kuttinger’s effects 
were what first suggested to the District At- 
torney the idea that Wright and Fred Evans 
were one andthe same person. These nega- 
tives.are now in the hands ofa photographer 
for development. In his investigation yes- 
terday the District Attorney had a photo- 
graph in which Wright was one of a family 
group. His wasa full length picture, show- 
ing the full front face. He was well dressed 
and wore a soft hat, tipped a little 
back fromthe forehead. The District Attor- 
ney looked up the history of the Astor House 
suicide in the newspapers, and was surprised 
tofind how nearly the descrjption coincided 
with that of Wright furnished by his board- 
ing-house keeper for the police. The police 
description of Ruttinger’s companion Is: 

Name, William Wright, age 23 years, Englishman, 
about 5 feet 4 inches tall, weight 120 pounds, light 
hair, blue eyes, bright mustache, slight figure. 
When last seen wore dark clothes, peari-colored 
overcoat and biack Derby hat. 

The official description of the Astor House 
suicide at the Morgue is: 

Unknown Englishman, 5 feet 6 inches tall, 28 years 
old, bionde hair, curly; blue eyes, smal! blonde 
mustache, red cheeks, Roman nos¢, slim build, 
‘weight 120 pounds, small hands, small feet, grey 
merino = gray socks, drab overcoat and biack

THE IDENTIFICATION. 

District Attorney Fitzgerald, with three of 
Inspector Byrnes’ men, went to the cemetery 
in the charities boat Minnahanock yester- 
day. The body of Evans was takenup. The 
river overfiows the Potter’s Field at times, 
and the box containing the body was full of 
waterand mud. It wasliftedup on end by 
two paupers and drained out, and then 
opened. The body was covered witha coat 
of mud. It was taken to the warehouse, 
where it was washed by the paupers, dressed 
inanew shroud and placed in a new box 
with a pillow of hay. It was then placed on 
the boat and taken to the Morgue, where a 
number of men who had known Wright were 
waiting. 

There Neu, Hamilton’ and the others pos- 
itively identified it as the body of Wright. 

While Ruttinger and Wright were at the 
Neu boarding-house the proprietor got the 
impression that Wright was outof funds and 
anxious to get work, and that Ruttinger, 
while he ‘was looking for business, could 
easily afforti to wait a long time forit. The 
German carried the purse for the twoap- 
parently and told Mr. Neu on the night of 
Feb. 1 that he had seen Wright on the train 
for Boston and had given him $100. 

These facts were cabled to England and 
awakened suspicion in the mindsof Wright’s 
relatives there that the body found at Totten- 
ville was Wright's remains, that he had been 
murdered by Ruttinger. The latter was mar- 
ried to Wright’ssister, Madge but wis separ- 
ated from her, she charging him with cruelty 
and infidelity. Sheleft himin Dresden and 
went to England with her children, where 
she intended to apply for adivorce. Rut- 
tinger followed her to England but left for 
America before she could get service on him 
in her action. 

Why Wright accompanied him his relatives 
do not know. They say that Wright was far 
from being penniless. A few manths ago 
$8,000 was sent to him in Dresden asa part of 
his father’s estate and there is more due him. 
Onthe other hand Ruttinger had neglected 
his business in Dresden to suchan extent that 
he had failed, and was without means. 

These facts were told the WORLD corre- 
spondent in London and he cabled New York 
for a description of the corpse supposed to be 
Ruttinger’s. He received this reply: 

Body six feet tall, muscular; bad dark bair and 
mustache and a three-ineh scar On inside of left leg. 

This was takento Mrs. Ruttinger’s house, 
where relatives said that it was possibly a 
description of Ruttinger, but was not a de- 
scription of Wright. Mrs. Ruttinger said her 
husband did not haveascar on his left leg, 
but had a scar on his left wrist at the base of 


the thumb, made by a bullet. 


Wright's relatives are not, however, satis- 


fied. They say thatthe letters received re- 


cently as from Wright, were not allin his 
handwriting and one wasinthe handwriting 
of Ruttinger. Richard Wright, his brother, 
will come to America to settle the points of 
identification. 


CHANGE OF PASTORS. 


Dr. Palmore to Succeeed Dr. Hill, Who 
Has Been Transferred to Baltimore. 


Rev. Dr. Felix R. Hill, pastorof the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church South, this city 
has been transferred by Bishop Eugene R. 
Hendrix to the Baltimore Conference andis 
to take charge of Trinity Church in Balti- 
more next week.Rev. Dr.W.B. Palmore, one 
of the editors of the Christian Advocate, this 
city, has been appointed as 
pastor ot...Rissi@ees@hearetr to -succecd 
Dr. Hill. The latter came to 8t. Louts from 
New Orleans, La., in October, 1884, and was 
stationed at First Church, where he re- 
mained two years. Inthe fall of 1886 he was 
stationed by Bishop H. N. McTyelre at Cook 
Avenue Church, of which Dr, B. M. Messick 
isnow pastor. When he took charge of Cook 
Avenue Church it was not much more than a 
mission appointment, but after he had re- 
mained there four years, the maximum limit 
of a pastoral term, according to the laws 
of the church, it had grown to be 
one of the strongest churches in the 
city. At the last session of the St. Louis An- 
nual Conference, held in September, 1890, 
Bishop Keenan appointed him to First 
Church, which charge has been his field of 
labor uptothe present time. Dr. Hill has 
been considered a leaderin the church cir- 
cleg of the Southern Methodist denomination 
of this city, ever since his connection with 
the St. Louts conference. He is President of 
the Conference Church Extension Board and 
during the year 1889 was Presi- 
dent of the Evangelical Alliance. Trinity 
Church, Baltimore, to which Dr. Hill has 
just been appointed, isone of the principal 
appointments in the Southern Methodist 
connection, and has for years been under the 
charge ofthe most prominent .ministers in 
the Methodist Chfarch. 

Dr. Hill will preach for the last time tothe 
congregation of First Church next Sunday 
morning. Sunday night he will preach nis 
last sermon in St. Louts in Cook Avenue 
Church. He will preach forthe first time to 
his new congregation in Baltimore Sunday, 
March 29. 

Rev. Dr. W. B. Palmore, the new pastor of 
First Church, has since last fall been one of 
the editors of the St. Louls Christian Advocate, 
and has been for years identified with the 
most prominent churches in the connection, 
his last regular appointmfent being Walnut 
Street Church, Kansas City, Mo. Dr. Pal- 
more is a man of much experience and strong 
pulpit and pastoral ability, and First Church 
wiil no doubt continue to progress along all 
lines under his pastoral care.

VOGEL'S DEMAND. 


How a Levee Lease Was Killed Because’ 
Money Was Not Paid. 


GABRIEL C. M’DONALD TELLS AN INTER- 
ESTING STORY OF COUNCIL METHODS. 


Councilman Vogel Demanded That He 
Should Pay Charles Kunst $250 to 
Secure the Passage of a Bill—The De- 
mand Refused and the Threat Carried 
Out—The Slevin Case. 


The campaign is likely to bring out some 
very ugly stories concerning certain members 
of the Council who are candidates for re- 
election. In fact severalhave already been 
heard, and they are  »being used 
against the candidates with very 
marked effect. The latest one concerns 
John Vogel, who served for sometime in the 
House Of Delegates, and was then elected for 
one term tothe Council. The story is told by 
Mr. Gabriel C. McDonald ofthe G. CC. Mc- 
Donald Steam Forge & Iron Works. The 
works are situated at Main and Miller 
Street, and a portion of the Levee 
is leased by the year and occupied 
by Mr. McDonald, principally as a yard in 
which material is stored. He wanted to build 
sheds to protect the property, but did not 
care to erect permanent structures on prop- 
erty that was leased for only a year, so he 
had a bill introduced granting him the priv- 
llege of leasing for twenty years. 

There have pneen rumors for several days 
that Mr. McDonald had made certain state- 
ments refiecting very seriously on Mr. Vogel 
because of his conductin connection with 
that bill and to verify these rumors Mr. Mc- 
Donald wascalled on this morning and 
asked about them. 

A BOLD PROPOSITION. 

**It was only a small matter,’’ said Mr. Mc- 
Donald, ‘‘but I don’t mind tellingit. Thad a 
bill introduced granting me a twenty-year 
lease, and then Vogel introduced a similar 
one for another man. The other man brought 
in a petition, and I had to get up a 
counter petition. Vogel came to me and 
told methat ifI would: pay the other man 
$250 his bill would be turned over to me and 
mine would go through, but I refused to give 
up the money and I did not get the lease.’’ 

*‘*Have you any objection to stating who 
the other man was?’’ 

**It was Charles Kunst. I had offered to pay 
him back what he had spent on his bill for 
such expenses as advertising and that kind 
of thing. That amounted to about $0 
or $100, and I was willing to make 
that good if Re would withdraw, but 
he declined. The bills went to 
the committee and hung there some 
time. I wanted mine passed, because I was 
ready to build the sheds, but the committee 
would not report the biJl. Vogel was on the 
committee and he told me that if I gave 
Kunst $250 his blll would not pass, but 
mine would. I toid him [’4 see him d—d 
first. 

‘*‘His answer was, 
your lease.’

A SHARP REBUKE. 

‘*I told him to take it and yo to h—. He 
kept his word and I have not got the lease. I 
still have the property, but I rent it by the 
year.’”’ 

**Do you know what Mr. Kunst wanted with 
the property?’’ . 

‘‘No. Something was said about his putting 
up a coal yard and stable. Icould not afford 
to have such a thing next tomy works. It 
would increase my insurance rate double,and 
I had to oppose it.’’ : 

‘*Do you know whether Mr. Kunst really 
did want to put upa stable and yard?’’ 

‘*No, Ididn’t go deep enough into the mat- 
ter to find out. Vogel’s statement was 
enough forme and 1 dropped the matter.’’ 

This is a small matter, as Mr. McDonald 
said, butit illustrates the truth of the oft- 
repeated statements that no privilege can be 
secured from the Municipal Assembly without 
the payment of money under pecullar cir- 
cumstances. The remarkable feature of it 
is that Mr. Vogel, a member of 
the Council and of the committee before 
which the bill was pending, was negotiating 
the withdrawal of Mr. Kunst’s bill for a 
money consideration. A member of _the 
House of Delegates was discussing the boodle 
stories this morning and was jokingly asked 
to tell what he knew about the use of mone 
in the Assembly. > 

‘*Everybody knows,’’ he replied, ‘‘that 
money is used to secure the passage of Dilis, 
but while I don’t admit that I know anything 
about any of the boodle stories that are told, 
still, if I did, Icould nottellit. If I were to 
enter into an agreement with a gangtoroba 
bank, after the job was done, I would not be 
the one fo tell it.’”’ . 

From this it is naturalto draw the conclu- 
sion that the ethics of the House of Delegates 
forbids any member totell what they know, 
even if they have been treated in a manner 
which justifies their kicking. 


MR. SLEVIN’S EXPENSES. 


The revelations in the case of EugeneC. 
Slevin against Mr. George W. Cole and others 
for money alleged to be due -him for his serv- 
ices as lawyer and lobbyist in behalf ofthe 
Newstead Avenue Rallroad, show plainly 
enongh that the ethics of the House against 
telling tales must be observed or there will 
be trouble for the members. Mr. Slevin re- 
ceived $600 and sued for $2,500, making a total 
of $3,100. His verdict was for $1,250. Herep- 
resented that this amount of $38,100 was due 
him forlegal servicesin preparing two or- 
dinances and his work in securing their pas- 
sage. When he was asked whathe spent 


the money, for he said that the detalls of the 


expenses were too numerous and manifold to 
remember orto specify atthis late day, but 
they covered the transactions of both indi- 
viduals and committees. He could not, how- 
ever, remember any of those transactions. 


WHAT MR. TREDWAY SAYS. 

Mr. Dwight Tredway, who was at the time 
the money was spent the President of the 8t. 
Louis Cable & Western and paid Mr. Slevin 
the money, said that Mr.Slevin was employed 
to assist in getting the franchise 
for the Newstead avenue line through 
and that he materially assisted in the 
work. Mr. Slevin was paid several amounts 
of money for expenses, and he had no doubt 
that this money was paid out as Mr. Slevin 
said it was but he did not know 
what the expenses were or what 
the nature of them was. The 
deficiency of their memories prevented the 
exposure of the methods by which the fran- 
chise was secured. Others connected with 
the matter are just as ignorant of the man- 
nerin which the money was spent as Mr. 
Slevin and Mr. Tredway, and, as usual, 
when an effort is made to find out the nature 
of the ‘‘expenses’’ incurred in passing a Dill, 
nobody can remember. x 

It is such practicesas these that make it 
necessary to get the city out of the control of 
the machines which fill the offices with men 
who buy and sell the privileges for their own 
profit.

RESTRICTIONS REMOVED. 


Effect of the Action of Germany in Regard 
to American Cattle. 

8. P. Avery of Chicago arrived in the city. 
this morning, and registered at the Southern. 
‘Mr. Avery,who is a large shipper of live stock 
and dressed meat, said: *‘The action of the 
German Government in removing some of 
the most stringent prohibitions upon the im- 
poration of American cattie will have an ex- 
cellent effect upon the market for our live 
stock, not only in Germany, but also in other 
countries. The action of the German Govern- 


to pressure brought upon the Government 
by the people. It might as well be 
understood once for all that Europeans 
are not and never were afraid of American 
beef and pork because they believed it to be 
unsound, but all the restrictions placed upon 
its importation have been in the line of dis- 
guised protection. The farming and land 
holding class in England, Germany and 
France have been terrified at the prospect of 
having to meet the competition of American 
cattle-growers, for they are aware that it 
means something very much like ruin to 
them. Our wheat has driven them out of the 
market, and within the past fifteen yearsa 
great many grain farms have been turned 
into pastures. Our. cattle threatened 
these, and it is perfectly natural that 
the owners should do everything in their 
power to circumscribe and hamper a traffic 
the extension of which meant destruction to 
them. Not even in Germany, however, where 
the theory of protection of manufacturers 
prevails, dared the Government openly ad- 
vocate measures for keeping out cheap food. 
The manufacturers of course wished to have 
the cost of living reduced, and the workmen 
are clamorous for cheap meat. The samé 
state of affairs prevails in England. No Gov- 
ernment can afford to introduce a bill which 
will keep out cheap food products for the 
benefit of the landholding class, and 
at the expense of everything else. 
But the landholding class is very 
influential both in Germany and England, 
and when the cry of diseased meat was raised 
it received far more attention than would 
have been accorded it if proceeding from any 
other source, The press took up the matter, 
every article published in the United States 
referring to the alleged diseased condition of 
some of the American meat products was 
copied and expatiated upon. Whenever a 
case of disease was found In imported cattle 
it was advertised from one end of Germany to 
the other, and the impression was created 
that American meats were highly dan- 
gerous. The endavor of some of the 
States to pass inspection laws based 
on the supposition that alarge number of 
the range cattle were diseased furnished just 
the kind of ammunition required by the Ger- 
man landhoiders, and enabied, the existing 
laws tobe kept in force longer than could 
otherwise have been possible. But lately the 
pressure for their repeal or modification has 
been growing in strength. The Germans are 
aware that Americans, who eat only Ameri- 
can meat, are as healthy as any people in 
the world. Competitions and tariffs are re- 
ducing the profits of manufacturers and the 
workingmen are demanding more loudly than 
ever cheap food. The fact that our cattle 
shipments doubled last yearis significant, 
but with the removal of the restrictions the 
fhcrease will be far greater. It is now only a 
question of a short time before the American 
hog is also welcomed.’’ -

shrugged his shoulders. Thenhe got upand 
walked along the parapet toward Hennepin’s 
view. He passed Mr.and Mrs. T.B. Terry 
of Hudson, O.,and a moment later Mrs. 
Terry’s exclamation, ‘‘See that man,’’ at- 
tracted her husband’s attention. The 
stranger stepped uponthe wall, threw his 
hatin the water, and then leaped in after 
it and went over the fall. The body came out 
from the foot of. the fails soonand floated 
down stream.

BERLIN ALARMED. 


Serious Reports About the Mental Con- 
dition of Emperor William. 


HIS MAJESTY WATCHED WITH ANXIETY 
BY HIS OWN SERVANTS. 


The Charges Against Rector Vogel—Lord 
Salisbury Gets a Black Eye in the Lob- 
ster Dispute—Fears of Trouble at Rome 
—The Irish Parliamentary Party—For- 
eign News. 


BERLIN, March 19.—Serious reports are cur- 
rent about the mental condition of the Em- 
peror. As it would bea criminal offense to 
say anything openly on the subject, the ex- 
pressions of opinion are ambiguous, or the 
meaning is conveyed by winks and silence. 
Certain it is, nowever, that the Emperor’s 
mental peculiarities are the subject of the 
gravest apprehensions, and that he Is being 
observed with anxiety by his own servants, 
and with watchful curiosity by the represen- 
tatives of foreign States. These peculiarities 
have taken theiralarming form of develop- 
ment since the failure of the Empress Freder- 
ick’s visit to Paris. Before that, when things 
went smoothly, the Kaiser was demonstrative 
and arrogant, but no more s50 than 
was expected in a young man =sud- 
denly elevated to imperial power. In the 
face of disappointment he has become itrrita- 
ble and more eccentric in manner. It is stated 
that he has twice summoned Caprivi to the 
palace after midnight, without any conceiva- 
ble emergency, and that he has alarmed the 
palace guard by his sudden appearance in 
full uniform at times when he was supposed 
to be in bed. His views on public questions 
have lost what little coherency they had, and 
at one time he denounced the conservatives 
and at another the social Democrats. As 
Emperor he has it in his power to involve the 
nation in war, and itis rumoredin Berlin 
that Count Shouvaloff has stated,- since his 
return to Russia, that the conduct ofthe 
Kaiser should be weighed only 
as that of an_  tirresponsible person. 
The arrest of Rector Vogel of Berlin College, 
on a charge of minor treason, has occasioned 
no little surprise. Itis, however, understood 
to be an outcome of the Kaliser’s sensitiveness 
to criticism. Although the charge made 
against Vogel is of a different character, ac- 
cording to Berlin dispatches, the real motive 
for his prosecution tis said to be a remark 
which he made tothe effect that the Kalser 
did not understand educational matters any 
more than he did other matters. It was re- 
ported to the Kaiser and Vogel has since been 
a marked man. 

SMOKELESS POWDER CATRIDGES STOLEN. 

BERLIN, March 19.—The German War Office 
has been startled by the discovery that hun- 
dreds of kilogrammes of cartridges. charged 
with smokeless powder, have been stalen 
from the ordnance work shops of Spandau by 
a sub-officer of the German army. 
The secret service agents of the Gov- 
ernment have ascertained that the car- 
tridges were conveyed to this city, where 
they were sold for 22 marks per hundred. It 
has thus far been impossible to ascertain who 
weretbe purchasers of the ammunition, nor 
has the identity of the sub-officer implicated 
been established. 

AMERICAN MEATS. 

BERLIN, March 18.—Owing tothe untiring 
efforts of the United States Minister here, the 
Hon. William Walter Phelps, Chancellor yon. 
Caprivi has removed the embargo placed 
upon Amerftan cattle landed at Hamburg, 
and it is likely that Mr. Phelps will be able to 
obtain the removal of the restrictions placed 
upon the importation of the American hog. 
Already 500 American beeves bave been land- 
ed at Hamburg as anexperiment. This land- 
ing of American cattle has been carried on 
for weeks, and has only been known tothe 
‘Imperial Government, to Mr. Phelps and to 
the authorities of the port of Hamburg. All 
parties concerned are pleased with the suc- 
cess of the expariment. 


A Black Eye for Salisbury. 

St. JOHNS, Newfoundland, March 19.—In 
the case of James Baird, against Capt, Sir 
Baldwin Walker, a verdict was yeSterday 
rendered for the plaintiff. The case’ has ex- 
cited great interest here and in Great Britian 
and has been the cause of much diplomatic 
correspondence between the Newfoundland 
authorities and the British foreign office. 
Capt. Walkeristhe commander of the cor- 
vette Emerald, attached tothe British North 
,American squadron, and while performing 
his duties which included to 
some extent the prevention of encroachments 
on the French shore by British éubjects, 
he in June last seized and closed the lobster 
factory in St. George’s Bay, owned and 
operated by Mr. Baird, whoisa British sub- 
ject, on the ground that he was encroathing 
upon treaty rights of the French. Mr. Baird 
instituted proceedings against Capt. Walker 
for Wrongful seizure of his property. When 
the suit was first brought Capt. Walker 
hinted at a compromise, but Mr. Baird was 
fighting for a _ principle, and was de- 
termined to vindicate his rightsas a New- 
foundlander in-court. The only proposition 
to which he would listen was that the 
Government of Great Britain would 
acknowledge that he could pursue the lobster 
canning industry when and where he pleased. 
As a matter of fact the home Government 
could make no such acknowledgement, being 
restrained from so doing by the modus 
vivendi inforce between Great Britain and 
France. The crown then set up the plea that 
Capt. Walker’s acts as a naval officer under 
orders were privileged. This was held to be 
a preposterous claim, and the Government 
receded from its position’ and then 
asserted that he was acting un- 
der the treaty of Versailles. Sir 
James Winter, counsel for Mr. Baird, 
showed that the act of Parliament which 
made this treaty binding upon British sub- 
jects has been inadvertently repealed. Much 
diplomatic correspondence followed this dis- 
covery, the Home Government seeking to ob- 
tain the passage of an act by the Newfound- 
land Government which would have the same 
effect as the repealed act, as the existence of 
sucha law would have enabled the British 
Government to make a good defense against 
Mr. Baird’s suit. But without that law 
and the Newfoundland Legislature 
declined to pass such an 
act, the British Government was in the posi- 
tion of having restrained a British subject 
from pursuing on British soil a legitimate 
calling. Consequently the defense was com- 
pelled to retire from his position also, and 
was forced to go intocourt with the sole an- 
swer toMr. Baird’s complaint that the modus

NEw York, March 19.—Louis Armand, who 
has been in the Ward’s Island Asylum for-five 
weeks, was brought before Judge McAdam of 
the Superior Court yesterday andtriedona 
charge of insanity. He was formerly a pro- 
fessor in the California State University, 
teaching Greek, Latin and French,and he 
became thetutor inthe family of Charles 
Crocker, the millionaire.

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STORY OF A SWEDISH QUARTERMAS- 
TER WHO WAS AN EYE WITNESS. 


An Official Inquiry Ordered by the British 
Admiralty—What the Officers of the 
Warships Say—Bursting of an Oil 
Tank—A Dynamite Factory. Blown Up 
—Other Casualties. 


GIBRALTAR, March 19.—The death list of 
passengers and crew in the.tll-fated Utopia is 
now swelled to 576, making it much more ter- 
rible in mortality than was at first sup- 


posed. 

Petersen, a Swedish quartermaster, who 
had been steering the Utopia a short time be- 
fore the collision, says that just before the 
vessels came together he went below. While 
beans he felt the shock of the collision and 

ushed from below, but before he reached 
the main deck the Utopia had gone, broad- 
side on, uponthespurof the Anson’s ram. 
The commander of the Utopia; Capt. 
McKeague, according to Petersen, was on 
the steamship’s bridge until the last mo- 
ment. Petersen adds thatasthe Utopia was 
crushed by the Anson’s ram, he clambered 
up the davits of one of the steamship’s boats 
and cut the ropes holding it. He had no 
time, however, to lower the boat away, as 
the bows ofthe Utopia had passed beneath 
the war-ship, and it was evident that the 
passenger steamer was rapidly sinking. Soon 
after, fhe boats of the Anson having been 
pronfptly lowered, one of the man-of-war’s 
cutters ran alongside the Utopia, 
and Petersen managed to jump 
into her. Hesaysthat while on board the 
Utopia, after the coliision,he was surrounded 
by a terrible mass of human beings, fighting 
their way desperately and savagely,regardless 
of sex or age, towards the bows. Men,women 
and children tumbled and climbed over’ each 
other in that horrible fight for a chance of 
escape from drowning. One poor woman 
who was rescued by the Anson’s blue jackets, 
went raving mad when she was convinced 
that her children were drowned. 

AN EYE-WITNESS’. STORY. 

This is only one of the many sorrowful in- 
cidents of the terrible collision. A descrip- 
tion of the scene of the accident is given by an 
eye-witness. The agonized rushes to secure 
a footing above danger from the waves made 
a thrilling picture, men fighting with a deter- 
mination born of despair. It was asight that 
even strong men do not care to witness a 
second time. Arocketapparatus td throwa 
iine to the doomed vessel was rigged up and 
an attempt made to use it, but it proved use- 
less, owing to the distance of the vessel from 
the shore. At midnight the gale was reported 
to be moderating. 

STATEMENT OF THE ANSON’S OFFICERS. 

The officers of H. M. 8. Anson,in making 
their reports of the collision with the Utopia, 
state that the latter fouled the ram of the 
Anson and caused all the damage 
and resulted in the sinking of the 
Utopia. It was an unavoidable accident. 
The boat went down before any one could 
prepare to escape. With 880 souls aboard the 
vessel went down, makinga great whirlpool 
into which the unfortunate passengers were 
sucked and whirled around like so many 
straws. Intheir frantic effortsto do some- 
thing the people grappled with each other 
and were drowned. The women, being the 
weaker, disappeared first, many of them go- 
ind down with their children clinging to 
them. 

AN OFFICER OF THE UTOPIA. 

One of the officers of the Utopia says: 

**We were slowing our engines preparing 
to anchor, when, before we realized our dan- 
ger, we found ourselves broadside of the bows 
of the Anson. There was a shout from both 
vessels, which was instantly followed by the 
Anson’s ramtearing into the Utopia. We 
were about a quarter of mile from shore at 
the time. The Italians were thrown into a 
state of complete and cowardly panic. 
They yelled frantically and fought madly to 
reach the forecastle. A few of the married 
men dragged their wives with them, but the 
bulk of the single men were heedless of the 
piteous appeals of the women and children. 
The forecastie and rigging were soon crowd- 
ed, and the vessel began to settle down. 
Presently an an explosion, with a deafening re- 
port, occurred in the forecastle, killing many

Several bodies so tied together 
were washeg ashore dead. The majority of 
the Italians, however, behaved more like 
beasts than like reasoning men.’’ 

THE ILL-FATED VESSEL. 

NEw YORK, March 19.—The Anchor Line 
office here-has received a report of the Utopia 
disaster. The saved includes two saloon 
passengers, 290 steerage passengers and 
twenty-five of the crew. The. cargo was 
valued at $300,000 and the vessel at $400,000. 

AN OFFICIAL INQUIRY ORDERED. 

LoNponNn, March 19.—The Admiralty has 
ordered an inguiry into the sinking of the 
emigrant steamship Utopla at Gibraltar, 
owing to collision with the British ironclads 
Anson and Rodney. Itis rumored that the 
ironclads were not altogether without blame, 
having been afichored in a place unusual for 
men-of-war atthat station. All agree, how- 

ver, that the British crews acted Ina gallant 

anner after the accident. 


Bursting of a Large Oil Tank. 


NEW YORK, March 19.—A large oil tank be- 
longing tothe National Cottonseed Oil Co. 
burst while being tested with water at West 
New York, N. J., last evening,sending a huge 
volume of water down a steep hill. The water 
struck a tank containing 300 barrels of oil, 
which burst and swelled thetorrent. The 
house of Michael Taft was inthe path of the 
torrent, and the cataract damaged it con- 
siderably. Mrs. Taft was caughtin the flood 
and badly injured. Michael Taft,his son,was 
also badly injured, as was also a man named 
Bartholon.

The Mystery of the Famous Lilla Hoyle 
Murder Explained. 


ALICE HOYLE WAS HER SISTER’S RIVAL 
AND KILLED HER. 


After Oonfessing Her Orime the Girl 
Eloped With Her Uncle, Andrew Hoyle 
~The Latter’s Wife, After Throwing the 
Police and. Reporters Off the Track, 

' Tells of Alice’s Confession. 


WeEBsTEeR, Mass., March 19.—The famous 
Lilla Hoyle murder mystery bids fair to be 
explained through the destruction of a 
strange combination which has heretofore 
been too strong for detectives’ skill and 
strategy to overcome. Alice Hoyle Is, by her 
own confession, the murderer of her sister. 
Once before, more than three years ago, she 
admitted the awful crime to the’police, but 
then denied it, and, in spite of great pressure 
and the most rigid investigation, the police 
could not fasten the crime on 
her. Dixon R. Cowie, an uncle 
of the murdered airl, and Thomas 
McQuaid, her accepted lover, were botb ar- 
rested for complicity inthe crime, but they 
were never tried. Noevidence could be se- 
cured againstthem. Thecase wasthen ap- 
parently abandoned by the police. Alice 
Hoyle, a beautiful girl of 18, went to live with 
another uncle, Andrew Hoyle. In less than 
two years she eloped with him. This fur- 
nished the key to the mystery. Lilla and 
Alice Hoyle were orphans. Lilla was a waiter 
in the restaurant of Mrs. Taylor. sadAlice 
worked inamill. Atthetimeof the tragedy 
the latter was nearly 17 years old, but so ma- 
tured thatshe appeared three years older, 
while Lilla was nearing 21. They lived in the 

attic of the house in which Mrs. Taylor had her 
lunch-room and candy store, On the night of 
Bept. 1, 1887, Lilla disappeared. Alice re- 


the day following that her sister was) 


The river was dragged and the woods 
hed. Nothing was heard of the young 
woman. The search was given up in abeut 
two weeks. Three weeks from the date of 
her disappearance the body of the girl was 
found under an old corn-crib roof on a de- 
serted farm, about three miles from the cen- 
ter of the village, by two men who had been 
fishing,ana who were attracted to the place by 
the terrible odor. Both girls had been favorites 
with the young men and both loved Thomas 
McQuaid. The latter showed a preference for 
Lilla and Alice was jealous. In August ,the 
two girls went to the seashore for a short 
time, and then Lilla told Alice that she 
thought McQuaid would become her hus- 
band, as she thought him responsible for her 
unfortunate condition. They returned from 
the beach on Tuesday, Aug. 30, 1887, and on 
the following Thursday Lilla disappeared. 
Alice for two weeks denied all knowledge of 
the crime. One afternoon she burst out cry- 
ing, threw herarms around her aunt’s neck 
and exclaimed: 
ALICE’S CONFESSION. 

**Aunt Hannab,I killed Lilla. Oh, I know 
they will hang me forit! Whatshall 1 do? 
What shall I do?’’ 

Then she made a full confession of her crime 
to her uncle and aunt, Mr. and Mrs. Andrew 
Hoyle. For more than three years Mrs. Hoyle 
has kept that secret. A year ago her husband 
eloped with Alice, leaving her penniless and 
alone.’ Having abandoned all hope of assist- 
ance from her husbond, Mrs. Hoyle at last 
told the story of the murder. This was the 
story the girl told: 

**I loved Tommy McQuaid,so he knew I 
wanted him to marry me. He was no more 
responsible for Lilla’s condition than others. 
He said if it was not for that he would marry 
me. Hesaid that if Lilla was only out of the 
way everything would be all right, Dut noth- 
ing could be done as things were then go- 
ing.’’ 

Mrs. Hoyle then told the story of the con- 
fession in her own language as follows: 

** Alice said that after much persuasion Mc- 
Quaid consented to help her to get rid of 
Lilla, and it was arranged that he and Pixon 
Cowie should dispose of the body after- 
wards. Thetime fixed for the commission 
of the crime was Thursday night. In the 
evening at supper time Alice had an oppor- 
tunity to drop ‘into ‘Lilla’s cup of tea 
a drug. She never told where she 
secured this. She thought that the drug 
would put Lilla to sleep, and that the rest of 
her work would be easy. Itdid not turn out 
as she expected. When Lilla went up to the 
attic after finishing her duties of the day, she 
complained of being sick. She left her work 
at abouts o’clock, and half an hour after 
that she remarked that Alice would have to 
do something for her slhie feit so badly. Alice 
said that she would. Then, asshe said, she 
drugged her sister with chloroformjand she 
did it with the intention of causing Lilla’s 
death. Her description of the work was most 


vivid. . 
THE MURDER. 

**She said that she went to the bed, secured 
@ sheet and tore off one corner. This tallies 
with the piece of a sheet that was found by 
the officers in the corn crib roof with the 
body of the murdered young woman, Alice 
took the bottle of chloroform from the place 
where she had hidden it and poured some of 
the stuff on a piece of torn sheet. Before 
Lilla could move she threw her hands over 
her face and held the piece of sheet over her 
gsister’s nose and mouth. There it was kept 
until Lilla’s rigid form told Alice that her 
sister was insensible. She supposed, how- 
ever, that Lilla was dead.. As Alice reached 
this part of her story she arose and put her 
hands over my mouth and nose, saying 
*This is the way I did it.’ 

**For a time she was alone with the uncon- 
scious form of her sister. Then Oowie came 
im. He was surprised when he found what 
had been done. He did notanticipate that 
‘guch work would be done, although he un- 
derstood it was intended and wasready for 
it. Then McQuaidcamein. Lilla was care- 
fully taken to one of Cowie’s rooms and laid 
on the sofa.

THE BUILDING TRADES’ COUNCIL. 


Stonemasons, Bricklayers and Carpenters 
Refuse to Go Into an Amalgamation. 

The regular weekly meeting of the Building 
Trades Council was held at Central 
Turner Hall last night, and again 
the stonemasons, bricklayers and car- 
penters’ representation failed to put inan 
appearance. This virtually seals the fate of 
the Building Trades’ Council for the 
time being, and most probably’ solves 
the labor problem for the season that is just 
opening up. These orders consider them- 
selves too strong to join issues with other or- 
ganizations, and have now refused to come 
into the amalgamation.: This important 
move has been expected for some time in 
labor circles, but has been putoff from time 
to time. The Building Trades’ Oouncil as 
now composed of the several building trades 
unions ofthe city, with the exception of the 
three named. Those at present members of 
the Council accuse the carpenters of acting in 
bad faith inasmuch as they once elected dele- 
gates tothe council andthen withdrew be- 
cause the stonemasons and 0bricklayers 
would not comein. Thecarpenters acknow- 
ledge that they elected delegates, but con- 
tend that they did so with the distinct under- 
standing that both the other strong organi- 
zations were to become members. This was 
not done, and they felt justified in withdraw- 
ing. 

Since the day the carpenters sent in their 
demand to the bosses for 5 cents more an 
hour, the carpenters have been an’extremely 
nervous set. Their fears were that every 
other trade in which they wére interested 
would make a demand. 

The carpenters’ demand has been virtually 
conceded, and this fact may lead to demands 
from the other organizations. But the con- 
tractors are willing to make all reasonable 
concessions, owing tothe busy season that is 
onhand. But their fears were that unrea- 
sonable demands would be made upon them 
during the busiest time, when skilled me- 
chanics are scarce, and therefore even com- 
\ pel them to lose money or delay the comple- 
tion of their contracts.

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HIS CONDUCT SHE SAYS WAS HONORA- 
| BLE AND HIS ARREST AN OUTRAGE. 


The Young Woman Whose Two Disap- 
pearances Have Given Her Notoriety. 
Tells a Remarkable Story—Davis Says 
He Is Anxious to Marry the Girl. 


Miss Stella Ragsdale, whose story of her 
mistreatment by her mother was told in yea- 
terday’s PostT-DISPATCH, 1s still in hiding at 
the home of friends on Benton street. The 
papers seeking emancipation from her mother 
are being prepared by her attorney, Jefferson 
Storts. The lady with ‘whom Miss Ragsdale 
is stopping desires that certain impressions 
that prevail inregardtothe girl’s escapade 
with Charles E. Davis be corrected, in justice 
to the young lady herself, who its highly 
spoken of by people who have lived in the 
same neighborhood. Her present protector 
has known her forthe past seven or eight 
years, and has always been on the very 
friendliest of terms. When seen this morn- 


ing she said: 

**Aithough I do not care just yet to have my 
name made public, there are some facts in 
this case which should be told. Stella has 
always called me her real mamma and has 
confided her little secrets tomy keeping. I 
have made close inquiry since she came here 
last Sunday, and have found out to my entire 
satisfaction thatthe girlis not guilty of any 
mofal wrong. She would have told me before 
thistime should there have been anything 
wrong, aslI have told her thatif she would 
confess I would freely forgive her. But she 
has persistently asserted that Mr. Davis never 
made even an improper proposalto her. She 
has stuck to her story that she stopped at one 
hotel in Alton and Mr. Davis at another, and 
she did not see him but a few times during 
their stay of five daysthere. That she came 
back to St. Louls openly and as pure in char- 
acterasany girlcan be. People may laugh, 
as I know how skeptical the worldis, butl 
believe the girl’s story is true from beginning 
toend, and that the incarceration of Mr. 
Davis is but another instance of miscarried 
justice. When this matter is brought to the 
attention of the courts we propose to prove 
that Stella’s mother ought not to have charge 
of her.’’ 

MISS RAGSDALE SAYS IT IS TRUE. 

Miss Ragsdale was then cajled into the 
room and corroborated the above statement 
in the presence of witnesses, and said that 
the marriage license was taken out princl- 
pally because she wished to escape from her 
mother’scare. Further, thatit was the in- 
tention of her and Mr. Davisto get married, 
but that she wished to see how her mother 
took the matter before the marriage cere- 
mony was performed. 

‘*They have an innocent man in jail,’’ she 
said, ‘‘as Mr. Davis did not even mention 
anything improperto me during our trip to 
Alton or after we came back to St. Louis. I 
don’t Know how other people may look at 
it,’’ and the girl began to cry, ‘‘but Ido 
know thatI amas good as any other girl. 
Maybe I madea mistake in going away with 
Mr. Davis, but it was not so bad as other people 
seem to imagine. Mr. Davis and I would 
have been married long before this except 
for the interference of my mother. Ido hope 
this matter will soon be cleared up. The 
days since Dec. 18 last have been most miser- 
able tome, as Ihave been open to insult and 
insinuation without being able to defend my- 
self. I say it is hard and that a base injustice 
is being done both myself and Mr. Davis.’’ 

SAYS DAVIS IS DIVORCED. 

‘After Mr. Davis was arrested,’’ 
tinued Miss Ragsdale, ‘‘I heard that 
he had a wife in Iowa. By 
inquiring I found that was true, and wrote to 
the woman. She answered me by saying 
that she had been the wife of Charles E. 
Davis, but that he deserted her three 
years ago, since which time she had 
got a divorce, I showed this ietter 
to -a friend mine, but after- 
wards lostit. Atleast I cannot find it now. 
But my mother seems determined that I shall 
not do anything that is proper according to 
her way of reasoning, and saysthat she

That girl has been shamefully treated, anda 
great injustice has been done me, 
I have done no wrong and will soon be at lib- 
erty. When I met Miss Ragsdale I was board- 
ing at her mother’s house on Manchester 
road, This was in December. One 
night the girl was brutally kKeaten by her 
mother, who «ruck her several times with 
an ax handle because she had not gone to 
bed on time. The next day I met 
Stella on the street. She told me of.her 
troubles, and we then agreed to go away to- 
gether. Up to that time there had been noth- 
ing said in reference to marriage. I had 
separated from my wife in Iowa three years 
before, and at that moment had in my pocket 
a letter from aé friend saying that 
my wife had obtained ae divorce 
and the custody of ourchilda year after the 
separation. I Knew~ that I was free 
to marry and went with the girl to 
Alton for that purpose. We could not 
get a license and were not married when 
arrested. My conduct toward her dur- 
ing this time was nothing but 
honorable, and no one : can say 
aught tothe contrary. Iam willing to marry 
the girl now, and have been all along. The 
details of the whole affair will come 
out on trial. The case is set 
for April 6 in the Criminal Court 
and until that time I don’t care to discuss the 
matter any further. However, we shall prove 
everything we have stated and if that don’t 
acquit me, lam very much mistaken. Jeff D

As near as could be learned Perry and an- 
other negro named Frank Casey got intoa 
quarrel overa dime. Perry was seen run- 
ning out of ahouseon Lucas avenue with a 
man chasing him; while he was in the 
middle of the street he stooped to pick upa 
tin can to throw at his pursuer when the man 
following him threw a brick which struck 
Perry in the temple, fracturing the skull. 
A few minutes later he was picked 
up and sent in an ambulance to 
the Dispensary, but before he reached 
there he was dead. The police arrested 
George Barris and Arthur Wilson, the latter 
being employed at Lyon’s and knowing Perry 
well. Asearch was made for Casey, whois 
supposed to have thrown the brick, but he 
could not be found. 

Tom Mason, an eye witness, said: ‘‘I was 
standing in front of 1015 Lucas avenue when I 
saw Perry comeout ofthat house; he was 
chased by Casey. Perry tried to hit him 
twice and then when he stooped to pick upa 
tin can Casey threw the brick.’’ 

Barris and Wilson knew but little about the 
affairas they had only seen Perry at the 
saloon and were both drunk when arrested.

There is a solemn warning in the New Or- 
leans massacre which citizens of St. Louis 
would do well to fix in their minds before 
the impressive horror of the monstrous 
crime has passed away. ) 

At the foundation of the outbreak of 
murderous mob violence which has shocked 
the world and plunged New Orleans into 
foul disgrace lies the corruption of the ma- 
chinery of justice. This result was not 
suddenly accomplished, but grew out of a 
gradual demoralization of the public con- 
science until it reached a point at which 
the greatest éonsiderations of law enforce- 
ment and popular interests could not coun- 
teract its baleful effects. It was the reali- 
zation of this astounding condition of the 
administration of justice, occasioned by a 
case of exceptional character, which drove 
a frenzied mob to complete the demolition 
of the structure of law and order. 

But the primary responsibility rests upon 
the citizens of New Orleans. There was a 
beginning of corruption in that city suc- 
ceeded by a visible growth which culmin- 
ated in utter ruin. It would have been 
easy to check this growth at the beginning 
if the press had been honest and independ- 
ent enough to call attention to it, and if 
the people had not been blinded by indif- 
ference, greed and partisan prejudice.

Charges of Fraud at the Primaries. 


A plain charge of fraudulent voting at yes- 
terday’s primary election in the Fourth Ward 
is made to-day by a party prominent in the 
struggle between John O’Neill, James A. 
Dacey and’Louls Thiets for the House of Dele- 
gates on the Democratic ticket. It is char- 
acterized as a Republican trick to throw the 
nomination tothe weakest Democratic can- 
didate, and being brought to light “by a Re- 
publican friend of John O’Neill’s, it is 
claimed that the story is capable of strong 
proof on every point.

The scheme is said to have been 
managed bya man who wasa judge of elec- 
tion at the recent Republican primaries in 
the Fourth Ward, and who held back the reg- 
istration books until the names of the 158 
Democratic voters had been secured, upon 
which the slips were issued. They were given 
to Republican and Democratic repeat- 
ers, and it; is claimed that 
entire 158 -were voted, des 
frequent challenges of O'Neill's 
offered proofs that the es voting the 
slips were not the righ owners of the 
names given tothe judgesof election. The 
reply was that the names were found on the 
registration lists in proper shape, and that 
there was accordingly no grounds for refus- 
ing to receive the votes. In several instances 
the rightful voters appeared at the polls only 
to be informed that their votes had already 
been cast.

Thistime the scheme was that 
ofa premature openitig of the polls, and Ma- 
han claims that it was worked by Committee- 
man George Gunsallis in the interest of Hu- 
ber. Mahon and Huber held a conference at 
2 o’clock yesterday afternoon and agreed 
that their réspective judges should qualify 
before Justice Medart in time for the opening 
of the polls at 4 o’clock. 

When Mahon appeared at.-Medart’s office at 
8:15 o’clock with ‘his judges he learned that 
the voting place in Huber’s saloon had 
opened at 2:30 o’clock, and the other place at 
the corner of Lee and Warren avenues at 3, 
and that enough votes had then been cast to 
nominate Huber: Mahon hurried to the 
polls, when, after a stormy talk with Huber, 
he withdrew from the race. Mahon says that 
then, to add insult to injury; the report was 
circulated that he had sold out to Huber.

‘A REIGN OF TERROR. 


Brutal Conduct of Wire Mill Strikers at 
‘ Braddock, Pa. 


INOFFENSIVE MEN SET UPON 
BEATEN ALMOST TO DEATH. 


AND 


The Demands of Organized Labor andthe 
World’s Fair—Striking Railroad En- 
gineers in the South—The Clothing 
Cutters’ Troubles—Labor News and 
Notes. 


BRADDOCK, Pa., March 19.—The West End 
of Braddock is under a reign of terror. 
August Coulson, a Swede, came here last 
night from the East to go tc work at the 
Carrie blast furnaces. He was met at Cope- 
land Station at 10 o’clock by his brother-in- 
law, John Martin, andin making their way 
towards Ranking Station with two valises 
thrown over their shoulders, were thought 
to be men coming to go to work in the wire 
mill where a strike isin progress. They were 
set upon by a crowd and unmercifully beaten 
with stones and clubs. Martin to-dayis un- 
der a doctor’s care. Coulson being a 
stranger got lost in Als flight 
and has not yetturnedup. Martin thinks 
that Coulson has been dangerously hurt. 
John Penny was attacked by a crowd while 
returning from work at the wire mill this 
morning. He drew a revolver and warned 
the crowd to stand aside. He was 
afterwards arrested for carrying con- 
cealed weapons and held for court. 
Andrew Hanson, another Swede, 
stripped of his clothing and is confined to bed 
as a result of injuries sustained by the rough 
treatment of a crowd of strikers. The police 
are now keeping the West Endof thecity 
under surveillance, but no outbreaks are ex- 
pected until the change of turnsthis evening. 

CHARGED WITH EXTORTION. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., March 19.—It developed 
yesterday at the investigation ofthe lockout 
of the clothing cutters that the Clothing Cut- 
ters’ National Union had a system of extort- 
ing money from the clothing firms. 
This was shown . by the cor- 
respondence between manufacturer 
in this city, and Walter S. Westerbrook, Sec- 
retary of the Cutters’ Union, and James 
Hughes, Chairman of the Executive 
Board. AS a result of this 
investigation made by the State Boardof 
Arbitration, charges of conspiracy have 
been preferred against Westerbrooke 
Hughes, James McGuire, John G. Theim and 
F. A. Ascher, officers of the National Union. 
They will be brought here for trial. 

FOR CELEBRATING ST. PATRICK’S DAY. 

LOWELL, Mass., March 19.—The Merrimac 
Milling Co. has dismissed 140 ofits employes, 
including about twenty women, for refusing 
to work St. Patrick’s Day. The Lawrence Co. 
discharged ten men for the same peason, 

THE STRIKING ENGINEERS. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., March 19.—The striking 
engineers on the Knoxville Southern road are 
stillout, The statement has been made that 
engineers on other roads would refuse to pull 
cars fromthe Knoxville Southern. No ac- 
tion has, however, been taken as yet. George 
Pearl, of Atlanta, a Brothernood Committee- 
man, is here, but denies thatitis in connec- 
tion with the strike. 

THE WORLD’S FAIR WORKMEN. 

CHICAGO, March 19.—Organized labor has 
made its final demand upon the World’s Fair 
Directors. It has been granted an eight-hour 
dayandthe establishment of a system of ar- 
bitration. It now asks that in lieu of all 
other concessions asked for, the directory es- 
tablished a minimum rate of wages, the rate 
to be that of union laborers fixed for the 
various trades. In return for this organized 
labor will promise that no effort will be made 
to raise such wages. This proposition was 
last night submitted to a joint meeting of 
labor representatives, and a special commit- 
tee of the directory was called to consider 
the question. The matter was dliscussed at 
great len inan amicable spirit, and the 
question will probably be submitted tothe 
directory to-morrow night.

JUDGE MARR. 


THE PART HB TOOK IN THE WHITE LEAGUB 
RIOTS. ! 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 19.—A former 
resident of New Or gives a bit of history 
which confirms the belief that the people of 
the Crescent City are\ not in earnest M@ any 
condemnation ofthe Italian lynching which 
they may make. This is due in part, proba- 
bly, to the recollection of the part Judge 
Marr, who made the charge to the Grand- 
jury, has played in proceedings similar to. 
those which he now denounces. The records 
of the Department of Justice show that this 
same Judge was himself the leader of the 
White League, which, Sept. 14, 1874, rose 
against the recognized State government and 
shot down forty or fifty members of the State 
militia in the street, for which offense no one 
wasever broughttotrial. Mr. Marr volun- 
teered to lead the White League, and did so.

For his 
services in this connection Mr. Marr was ap- 
pointed by Goy. Nicholls, during his first 
term of office, Associate Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of Louistana, and he subse- 
quently received a Democratic nomination 
and election to his present position as one of 
the judges of the criminal courts of New 
Orleans.

CRIMINAL MATTERS. 


New YORK, March 19.—A Philadelphia 
special to the Herald says recent revelations 
at Mercer, Pa., disclose the fact thatthe 
State of. Pennsylvania has been robbed of 
more than $1,000,000 in the mismanagement of 
the Soldiers’ Orphans’ School. The illegal 
profits of one of the ten big schools 
amounted to $270,000, and this school was one 
of three that were controlled by a syndicate 
headed by ex-Senator George W. Wright of 
Mercer, Pa. The fortunes accumulated by 
eight men through pinthing the orphans and 
fleecing the State are allegedto be, roundly, 
as follows: 

George W. Wright, $300,000. 

John I. Gordon, $285,000. 

8. F. Thompson, $65,000. 

R. O, Wright, $65,000. 

James L. Paul, $60,000. 

Mayor Moore (Whitehall), $125,000. 

Prof. Sweet, $85,000. 

Rev. A. N. Waters (Uniontown), $30,000, 

Total, $1,095,000. 

A considerable part of this sum may 
be recovered, as the persons here named 
have retained $750,000 of thelr profits. 
The statute of limitation does not work 
against the commonwealth, Alleged 
gains appropriated by these men were 
acquired in direct violation of the law 
without contract of any kind.

“POVERTY’S PANGS. 


They Are Added to the Troubles of 
Laura Fitts’ Family. 


ANOTHER TOUCHING CHAPTER TO A 
VERY SAD CASE. 


The Dead Girl’s Parents Overtaken by 
Sickness and Grinding Poverty—Furni- 
ture Sold Outat Auction and the Old 
Home Abandoned—Mrs. Fitts in a Seri- 
ous Condition, 


Another chapter has been added to the 
Laura Fitts case. Itisin appropriate keep- 
ing with the rest of the sad story of that un- 
fortunate girl and her deeply aMmicted 
parents, and lends a pathos to the 
developments following her awful death 
which cannot fail to touch and re- 
awaken public sympathy. It brings into 
the case the element of grinding and helples 
poverty falling upon the aged parents of dead 
Latra Fitts in their grief-stricken decline o 
life. Incontrast with the increasing confi- 
dence and assurance of George W. Dashman 
and Midwife Louise Hotson as the Fitts case 
drags along with every indication of finally 
dying away without material results ag to the 
discovery and punishment of the parties 
guilty of having caused the shameful death of 
poor Laura Fitts, the picture presented by 
the latest development in the case is pitiful in 
the extreme. 

HOUSEHOLD EFFECTS SOLD OUT. 

The dead girl’s parents have been over- 
taken and swam by financial troubles 
following that death which deprived them of 
the mainstay of their declining years. One 


- Gay last week there was anauction sale of 


the furniture of the Fitts home at 2808 Morgan 
street. The furniture had been bought, it is 
said, on the installment-payment plan from 
one of the local outfitting establishments do- 
ing business on that bagis. It had 
‘ been bought when Laura, the daugiter, 
was living, and it was being 
paid for from the salary which the girl earned 
as a bookkeeper for the Christian Advocate 
Co. Could she have ifved long enough to 
complete the payment, itt would|have placed 
her mother in a comparatively independent 
position, allowing herto keep marders and 
to remain in the house furnished by her 
*-daughter’s loyal contributions to the family’s 
support. But before the payments were ‘fin- 
,ished, poor Laura Fits died, a shameful mys- 
surrounding the cause! of death, 
and a black crime hidden from the 
light of day under the impenetrable mystery. 
There was, of course, a heavy expense at- 
tached to the funeral, and immediately after- 
wards the trial of the case opened, necess!- 
tating other expenses. Mrs. Fitts, the heart- 
broken mother, crushed under the triple 
weight of death, shameand ppverty, broke 
downand fell dangerously ill | with nervous 
prostration. The payments for the furniture 
bought during Laura’s lifetimp fell due and 
could not be met. The Greary auction sale 
followed. 
MRS. FITTS SERIOUSLY tr L. 

It was asad picture, but it was one sight 
that was spared to the mothér of the dead 
girl. She was no longer in the desolate house, 
back to which the mysterioug ‘‘May 
hings’’ bDroughtthe dying Laura Fitts after 
the more mysterious events of the night of 
Wednesday, Jan. 28. Stie had been carried, 
almost unconscious, to the rpsidence of a 
friend living on Washington avenue, west of 
Grand, where she _ still is,) confined to 
her bed by Illness, with but little 
prospect of being able toattend or testify at 
the hearing of the Fitts case March 2%. The 
auction sale of his furniture and household 
effects was attended by old Mr. Fitts, how- 
ever, who staid and saw the last piece sold, 
the complete wreck of his home accomplished 
and then, silent and broken as he has ap- 
peared ever since his daughter’s sad story 
came tolight. the father vanished from the 
scene. Placards were posted 
all the @ windows of the 
residence, 2808 Morgan street, announcing 
that the house was ‘‘to let’’ and through the 
open windows passers-by see only the bare 
walisand empty rooms. Desolation has fol- 
lowed death and the last chapter reached in 
the Laura Fitts caseisin some respects its 
very saddest. 

A SYMPATHETIC NEIGHBORHOOD. 

The neighbors on the block know but little 
ofthe family, except that they have been 
*‘sold out’’ and have disappeared, They 
pay that Mrs. Fitts grew silent 
and reserved following Laura’s death 
and the sensational disclosures attendant 
upon it, and was disinclined to converse 
with any one of her former acqnaintances, 
seeming toavoldthem. Toward the last she 
grew morbidly sensitive, it is said, and re- 
sented any attempt to talk of her affliction 
or of the legal conflict following. It is thought 
in consequence of that feeling and of the in- 
finitely sad association withthe house, that, 
she was not sorry to leave the scene where 
her daughter ad died under the shadow of a 
great wrong. very one In the neighborhood 
expresses the deepest sympathy with Mr. and 
Mrs.Fitts in their latest troubles,as they,have 
. throughout the entire sad case. 

A TOUOCHINGLY SAD 8sTORY. 

It is learned that the friends with whom 
Mrs. Fitts and her husband are now 
stopping, live on North Market street, 
west of Whittier, near Goode avenue, 
and that they are people who have 
stood faithfully by the aMicted couple since 
Laura’s death. The parents ofthe dead girl 
are in a peculiarly deplorable condition. Mrs. 
Fitts is seriously ill with nervous prostration, 
and is said to be but a shadow 
of her former self, having aged and weakened 
greatly within the past two weeks. Mr.Fitts, 
who is a cabinet maker by trade,is crippled 
with rheumatism, and unable to work. 
The sale of their furniture and 
household effects was made under a 
mortgage, anu occurred just the day previ- 
ous to the last hearing of the Fitts case. It 
is claimed that the parties holding the 
mortgage were unduly severe in crowding 
the sorrowing parents of dead Laura 
Fitts, and =i there may be some 
developments touching upon that point dur- 
ing the future progress of the case, Just be- 
fore Laura’s death Mrs.Fitts had made prepa- 
rations take boarders on a large scale, 
and ha rented the house adjoining 
gous Morgan street and furnished it, 
vinga mortgage onthe furniture of both 
ouses as security. It was under this mort- 
gage that the sale was made, and in addition 
to this sacrifice of their household goods and 
wreck of their home,: the old couple 
were also unable to remit the payments due 
for the rent of the two houses, and are now, 
accordingly, heavily in debt. 

NO INSURANCE MONEY RECEIVED. 

They have also, as yet, failed to 
receive the $1,000 death - benefit 
from Laura's membership in Seymour 
Lodge, Kights and Ladies of Honor, owing to 
the usual delay in gettting such claims from 
the Grand Lodge of the order. This delay, 
while customary and not culpable 
in any way, works great hardship 

the dead girl's parents, and 
leaves them practically almost at the mercy 
of the world. Mr. John W. Riddle, their at- 
torney, was seen this morning by a Post- 
DISPATOH reporter, dnd said that while Mrs. 
Fitts was a very sick woman, she 
would make every effort to appear at 
the hearing of the case March 2%.

It has in- 
vyaded the hotels, and fully one-third of the 
guests are ill, To make Matters worse for 
them many of the managersand hotel em- 
ployes are also sufferers, and there is such a 
dearth of help that some of the guests by 
their own requests have been sent to the 
hospitals. There are large numbers of grip 
sufferers'in private houses all over the city, 
and the doctors are kept busy night and day.

THE TURF. 

In his reminiscences oftheturf Sir George 
Chetwind has the followingto say of the 
suicide of Fred Archer, who was probably the 
greatest jockey that ever sat ina saddle: 

**On the Monday of the Liverpool autumn 
meeting in 1886a terrible event happened. 
Poor Archer, under the influence of delirium, 
shot himself. The week before he said he 
feit ill, and was persuaded to leave the course 
at Lewes and go home. Whén he reached 
Newmarket he was violently ill, was put to

rbed, and, having a pistol by his bedside, 


ended his life. Whatever faults he had, poor 
fellow, he was the finest backers’ jockey that 
has ever lived. Heonly thought of winning 
the race on the horse he rode somehow, and 
although he often got tnto trouble about foul 
riding, it was probably excessive anxiety to 
win that led him astray in the excite- 
ment of the montent. He fin- 
ished very powerfully, almost ty- 
ing hislegs under his horse, though some- 
times he let their heads go atafinish. His 
hands were perfect, and he rode more by bal- 
ance than grip. Some of his best races were 
ridden over the Epsom course, notably Mas- 
ter Kildare’s City and Suburban and the 
Derbies he won on Ben @’Or and Melton. He 
had the most gentlemanly manners when 
talkingtoany one, and that was toa great 
extent the reason of his popularity. At his 
funeral his grave was heaped up many feet 
high with flowers sent by admirers and 
friends from all parts ofthe world. It is sad 
as one drives up tothe Cambridgeshire stand 
to look at that quaint little cemetery with his 
grave standingafew yards from the road, 
and to think how often he has galloped up to 
the course, little imagining how soon his 
career would be checked. Nodoubt excessive 
wasting and the exhaustion occasioned by 
Turkish baths hurried him to his end.

Some of his best races were 
ridden over the Epsom course, notably Mas- 
ter Kildare’s City and Suburban and the 
Derbies he won on Ben @’Or and Melton. He 
had the most gentlemanly manners when 
talking toany one, and that was toa great 
extent the reason of his popularity. At his 
funeral his grave was heaped up many feet 
high with flowers sent by a igers and 
friends from all parts of the worlds It is sad 
as one drives up tothe Cambridgeshire stand 
to look at that quaint little cemetery with his 
grave standingafew yards from the road, 
and to think how often he has galloped up to 
the course, little imagining liow soon his 
career would be checked. No doubt excessive 
wasting and the exhaustion occasioned by 
Turkish baths hurried him to his end.

DISTANCES AT WHICH PERSONS CAN. 
CON VERSE BY TELEPHONE. 


Telephonic Communication Between Lon- 
don and Paris Just Established—Con- 
versation Carried on Between Portland, 
Me., and Pittsburg, Pa. 


« The cable conveys the intelligence that the 
* first conversation by telephone between Lon- 
don and Paris was exchanged yesterday and 
was highly successful. The distance between 
London and Paris, by way of Dover and 
Oalais, issomething over 20miles. By way 
of the channel and the nearest rail routes 
it may be something over 300 miies. 
While =—ithis is a great distance 
to talk by telephone itis not equal to lines 
regularly in operation in this country. By 
the long distance telephone service of the 
American Telephone & Telegraph Co. conver- 
sations may be carried on between Portland, 
Me., and Pittsburg. Pa., cities almost 550 
miles apart in a direct line, probably not less 
than 6800 miles apart by rail. It will be 
seen, therefore, that telephone _—‘ser- 
vice may be had in this country 
at more than twice the distance 
of the line just completed in Europe. There 
is one interesting feature of the service Dbe- 
tween London and Paris and that is that 
twenty-two and a half miles of the line—the 
portion between Dover and Calais—is laid on 
the bed of the English Channel. Thereare a 
few submarine telephone cables in this coun- 
try, too, but they are only for very short dis- 
tances, being merely used in crossing rivers. 
The Hudson River and some others are 
crossed by submarine cables, but there is no 
telephone cable in this country crossing any 
body of salt water. 
LONG DISTANCE TELEPHONES. 

The lines of the American Telephone & Tel- 
egraph Co. used in their long aistance seryice 
extend as far East as Portiand, Me.,as far 
West as Dunkirk, N. Y.,—some miles this side 
of Buffalo—and Pittsburg, Pa., and as far 
‘South as Washington. Nearly all the leading 
Eastern cities are in the circuit. Among 
them are Pittsburg, Harrisburg, Reading and 
Philadelphia, in Pennsylvania; Washington, 
D. C.; Baltimore, Md.; New York, Buffalo, 
Utica, Albany and Troy in New York; Boston, 
Springfield, Worcester and Lowell in Massa- 
chusetts; Hartford and New Haven in Con- 
necticut: Providence and Newport in Rhode 
Island; Portsmouth and Dover in New Hamp- 
shire, and Portland, Me. In fact, there is 
scarcely a place of any prominence in New 
England or tre Eastern States which is noton 
the lines of the* company. This ser- 
vice was established about four years 
ago, but it °* was not nearly 
40 extensive then asitisnow. Additions are 
sonstantly being made to it. [Lines were 
constructed first between New York and 
Boston and New York and Philadelphia and 
they have been extended from time to time. 
There was some trouble in the service at first, 
but these troubles have one by one all been 
overcome and now one man in Portland, Me., 
can talk to another man in Pittsburg, Pa., 
and be heard as distinctly as 
if the telephones were in the same city. 
In the service superior. lines are 
used, the wire being of heavy copper and the 
system having a metallic instead of a ground 
circuit. Ina metallic circuit people talk over 
two wires, while in a ground circuit but one 
wire is used. By using two wires all extra- 
neous disturbances are avoided. So perfect 
is the system that there are newspapers in 
Philadelphia that receive news regularly 
from New York and\ Boston by tele- 
phone. The correspondent of the paper 
in New York and Boston goes to the 
telephone office and talks to a 
lady typewriter in the newspaper office!’ in 
Philadelphia. sit, has fastened to her head 
and ear a headphone similar tothat used by 
the operators in the central office of the Bell 
Telephone Co, in this city and she writes the 
news out on atypewriter as the correspond- 
ent at the other end of the telephone speaks 
or dictates it to her. 

SHOULD BE ABOVE GROUND. 
George F. Durant, manager 
the Bell Telephone of this 
city, states that there is more 
trouble experienced in the long distance 
service where the wires have to be placed un- 
der ground than anywhere else. In both New 
York and Buffalo the cities areentered by 
underground wires, and the three or four 
miles of such wire at either end of the line ts 
a greater impediment toa conversation than 
the entire aerial line. Where the lines ex- 
tend beyond a city the company always 
build wires around the city # “for 
the service between points on either 
side of the place. Thus instead of using the 
wires which run through New York City a 
conversation between Boston and Washing- 
ton would be carried on over the lines built 
around the city. 

The longest distance on the St. Louis cir- 
cuit is between this city and Highland, Ill., 
. about forty miles. Mr. Durant and others on 
one Sunday in the year 1879 workeda test 
between East St. Louis and Indlanapolis, 
Ind., using a telegraph wire. The voices 
were very indistinct, but a hand organ 
playea in the Union Depot at the Hoosier 
metropolis could be clearly heard here.

THE AMERICAN HOG. 


Secretary of Agriculture Rusk Enthusias- 
tic About the Future. 

NEw YorK, March 19.—Secretary J. M. Rusk 
of the Department of Agriculture, and 
Dr. D. E. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, came to New York from 
Washington yesterday to study some details 
prior to putting into operation the new law 
providing for the inspection of meats bound 
for foreign markets. They were atthe Fifth 
Avenue Hotel last evening. Secretary Rusk 
talked with great enthusiasm of the future 
of the American hog. He . said that 
he was nearly ready to start the’ machinery 
of the new law which calls for inspection. 
He had given considerable. study tothe sub- 
ject and would make the rules as simple as 
possible. There would be no microscopic ex- 
aminations of pork except such as was bound 
for countries which had shown fear of 
trichine@. He believed thatthe inspection 
law would satisfy France, Germany and En- 
gland, and he anticipated a large in- 
crease in the export of hog products 
to those countries. He believed Ger- 
many would make no objection 
to American pork because it would be possi- 
ble to show to that nation that it was for its 
own advantage to purchase here. He said 
the inspection which was called for in the 
new law would make necessary several offi- 
cials in this city, although the number would 
be greatest at the slaughter-houses in the 
West.
